1915 Lumber Cut by Species—The statement of the 1915 lumber cut by 
species is anndunced by the Forest Service today. The table gives the 
incomplete reported cut of each principal species and the probable total 
cut of each included in the computed total production of lumber of all 
kinds, 37,013,294,000 bd.ft., which was announced the last of April. 

The total figures for exclusive Western species were carefully worked out 
by the Forest Service Western offices, which are very famillar with the 
mills in their respective districts, while the rounted totals for Eastern 
species were worked up by the Washington office, which obviously cannot be 
as familiar with the many thousand mills east of the Rocky Mountains. 

The probable grand total 1915 cut, assuming more mills active than 
could consistently be considered in arriving at the computed total, is 
believed to be not more than 38,000,000,000 ft. 

The reported cut of lath in 1915 was 2,745,134,000 and it is estimated 
that the total cut was 3,250,000,000. The reported cut of shingles was 
8,459,378,000 and the estimated total cut 9,500,000,000. 

The average 1915 value of each principal kind of lumber reported by 
the mills are also given. The figures are preliminary rounded values, but 
are based on the data reported by mills in the principal states producing 
each kind of lumber, and are therefore very close to the final averages 
to be announced later:
